À message from the House of Representatives by Mr. Mitchell, their 
clerk. 

Mr. Speaker: 

I am directed to inform the Senate that a quorum of the House of 
Representatives have also assembled, and are ready to proceed to the 
dispatch of business. "The House of Representatives Lave appointed 
a committee, consisting of Messrs. Strother, Brown, Gordon, M^Kauny 
and Turney, to join such committee on the part of the Senate to wait 
on the governor, and inform him that a quorum of each house of the Gen- 
eral Assembly have assembled in obedience to his proclamation, and are 
ready to receive any communication which he may think proper to make 
them. In which resolution, they ask the concurrence of the Senate; and 


then he, withdrew. 

"Said résolution was concurred in by the Senate, and Messrs. Vernon, 
Childress and Love, were appointed 10 be of said committee on the 
part of the Senate.

Mr. Vernon, from the committee, appointed to wait on his excellency 
the governor, reported that they had performed the duty assigned them, 
and that .his,excellency would make a communication in writing at 3 
o'clock, PM. ^ 7? i 

Mr. Gordon, the senator elect from the counties of Wayne, Hick- 
man and Lawrence, áppeared and took his seat. : 

The following Message was received from his excellency the gover- 
nor, by Luke Lea, jr. seeretary of state, and was read at the clerk’s 
table: 

Fellow-citizens of the’ S-nate, 


and of the House af Repres-ntatives: o 
"+ By the ninth section of the third article of the Constitution of our 


state, it is provided, that «the Governor may, on extradrdinary occasions 
convene the-General Assembly by proclamation, and shall state to them 
when‘assembled, the purposes for which they shall have been conyened; 
but they shall enter on no legislative business except that for which they 
were specially called together." The power hereby conferred on the 
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Executive i$ regarded as among the most responsible and delicate of his 
official trusts; and as this is-the first time the General Assembly have 
been convened by virtue of its exercise, since the incorporation, of the 
foregoing clause into our fundamental law, I feel a deep solicitude 
that nothing shall be done calculated. in ihe least, to defeat its salutary 
and important provisions. It is couched in language’ parucularly ex- 
plicit, and highly restrictive both upoi the Executive andthe Legisla- 
ture. ' li 

Since the adjournment of your last session; events whieh could not 
then be anticipated, have transpired, of such a character as to justify, it 
is presumed, in the opinion of all, the Convention of the General -K&- 
sembly at this time; and I shall now proceed, in compliance with the 
requisitions of the Constitution, to state to you, succinctly,the purposes 
for which you have been convened. 

Àn.appropriation to defray, in part, the expense of making the neces- 
sary examinations and surveys, in order to dscertain the most eligible 
route through ou State, for the coatemplated ** Louisville, Cinciünati 
and Charleston Rail Road,’’ isa subject again recommended to your fa- 
vorable censiderasau. Jisa measure which appeals strongly to our 
state pride, and in which I consider our character as somewhat involv- 
ed. ' I had the honor of urging its adoption at your last séssion, in my 
Message of the 25th of January; to which, for a more full expression 
of.my views in relation to this grdnd enterprise, | beg leave, respectfully, 
to refer you. ME GNE: ; 

By reference to the late-zet of Assembly, entitled ‘an act preseribing 
the’inode of choosing Electors -to vote for President and Vice President 
of the United States,’? it will be perceived that the cou ty of Sevier is 
not-included in any of the electoral distiicts thereby established. It 
w.ll be necessary for you to’supply this unintentional omission, in order 
that the citizens of that county may not be deprived.of their inestimable 
right of suffiage in the ensuing Presidential election. ME 

Atan early day of your last session, a Resolution was adopted, re- 
quiring the-Executive of this State to open a. correspondence with the 
Goyeinor of Mississippi in relation to the disputed boundary between 
ihe two states. For reasons whiclr were then considered sufficient, but 
since proved to be unfounded, that Resolution was rescinded. Both 


States are now claiming jurisdiction over the territory lying between” 


Thompson’s & Winchester’s line, and the evils resuliing from this state 
of things are of such a character as to require a speedy remedy. I trust 
you will give the subject the consideration its importance and delicacy 
demand, and that efficient provisions may be made for the amicable and 
final settlement of this perplexiug question.

I herewith transmit, for your consideration, a copy of the Treaty be- - 


tween: the United States and the Cherokee nation, which was ratified on 
the 23d. day o£. May last; to the end, that such measures may be taken 
in relation thereto, as its provisions and the interest of the State, may, in 
your wisdom, seem to require. i 


Your attention is particularly invifed to the situation of that portion of . 


our citizens who tendered their servicés under the several calls for Volun- 
teers which were made during the last summer, and who were ‘not re»

eeived, or discharged without compensation for the sacrifices and ex- 
penses to which they were subjected. They {have hitherto been paid 
nothing hy the General Government, although-it has been repeatedly 
promised that a disbursing officer would be sent here long since with 
the necessary funds for that purpose. The only remuneration they have 
received has been afforded by' the Executive, out of funds obtained on 
his individual responsibility, and that of his friends; and the liabilities thus 
incurred invol\ing, to some extent, a portion of tlie Volunteers them- 
selves, it will be necessary in a short time.to meet. Documents now 
in my possession, which will be laid before you if desired, abun- 
dantly prove that I have, inno instance whatever, complied wyth any 
requisition without the express authority of the President of the United 
States; nor have our citizens failed to respond to every callia the 
most prompt and patriotic manner. 

The act of Congress, entitled “An Act to regulate the deposites of 
the public money,” approved the twenty third day of June eighteen 
hundred and thirty six,a copy of which is, also, herewith transmitted, pre: 
sents another subject demanding legislative action during your present 
session. The réception and judicious investment or such sum or sums 
of money as may; from time to time, be apportioned to our Sràic. Under 
the provisions of said act, must be regarded by all as a matter of para- 
mount importance; and I have the fullest confidence, that you will devote 
to it your most mature d-liberauon. When, in a former communica- 
tion, I had the honor of calling-your attention to the sunject of a dis- 
tribution of the surplus revenue among the States, it was not anticipa'ed 
that an act for that purpose would be passed at so early a periód. The 
adoption of the measure so opportunely for the best interests of our 
slate, is to me a source of the livetiest gratification. Its happy influ- 
‘ence in stimulating us to increased and vigorous exertions in tlie prose- 
cution of our systems of Education. and Interaal Improvement, must 
be exteusively beneficial to the whole community. i 

There is a variety of other subjects, genèrally of a local nature, which I 
have been urged to bring to your notice in this communication; but as those 
already enumerated constitute “the purposes for whjch you have been 
convened," and as E cannot submit others without a violation, in my 
judgment, of both the ietter and. spirit of the constitution, I wast those 
particularly interested will aequiésce in the course, which I feel myself 
constrained by the most solemn obligations to pursue. While the chan- 
ges, recently malein our Consiitition and laws, have been, in their 
general operation, of eminent public utility, the trivial inconveniences 
and burdens necessarily incident thereto, should be ‘¢heerfuly borne. 

Since the rise of your last session, writs of election have been issued 
to fill the vacancies occasioned bv the resignations of Messrs Morford, 
M'Gauzhey, Cakal, Prousdale, Toten om} Henderson, of the Senate, 
and ef Messis. Ne:heiland, flancork, Allen, Campbell and Guild, of 
the Houstof Representatives: their several successors, E presume, will 
appear, produce their credentials, and take their seats accordingly. 

Atno period bave the Representatives of the people of Tennessee 
been assembled, when the aspect of aur State, presented brighter evi- 
dences of public prosperity and individual happiness. Salubrity of climate 
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and the temperate habits of our citizens have sécured to them the enjoy- 
ment of general good-health; the husbandman is ‘liberally rewarded for 
his toils, in the abundant products of a grateful soil; and, the skill and 
industry of all, in whatever department of labor employed}. are. ‘stim- 
ulated and encouraged by the most ample remuneration, ` ue 

For these favours we are indebted to that benign Being who is “the 
Giver of every good and perfect gift?—and while we pay to him the 
tribute of our grateful homage, let us invoke his blessing upon every fu- 
ture effort ealculated to promote the welfare of our beloved country.

requisition of the secretary, of war, twenty companies were received 
into the service at Fayetteville, the place of rendezvous for the middle 
and western part of the State.

and in the name of the State, to subscribe the remaining half of the.cap- 
ital stock: Provided, that before the subscription aforesaid in.the name of 
ihe State shall be made, that the commissioners, or president and direc- 
tors, or other constituted authorities of such company or companies, or a. 
majority of them, shall certify under oath, taken and signed before some 
justice of the peace, judge or other person authorized to administer oaths, 
that one half of the capital stock in said company or companies, has to 
the best of their knowledge or belief been bona fide taken by individu- 
‘als or incorporated compariies, and that in their opinion, the’ subscribérs 
are good and responsible for the amounts respectively subscribed. 

“Sec. 2. When the first instalment shall be called for! by such 
company or companies, and an actual payment is made by the individual 
stockholders in said company of not less than five dollars on each one 
hudred subscribed, and these facts shall be certified by the proper au- 
thority or authorities of said company or companies, it shall be the duty 
of the governor in the name of the State, to draw a draft or drafts in 
favor of said company or companies, for the amount of the stock sub- 
scribed as aforesaid in the name of the State, which draft or drafts shall 
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be forthwith paid by-the treasurer of the State, out of the portion of the 
surplus revenue wbich has or may come into the treasury of this State 
under the provisions of an act of Congress, entitled **an aet to regulate 
the deposits of the public money,” passed 23d day of, June, 1836: and 
should it so happen ihat the amount coming to this State under said act 
shall be exhausted by the drafts of the governor, drawn under the pro-
